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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: 

In response to Applicant's argument regarding that "the cam hinge 50 and the hinge cover 70 are not "cabinets" as a person of ordinary skill 
in the art would construe these terms to mean." 

Go at column 2 lines 1 1-22 discloses sliding the cam hinge and the hinge cover as the radio phone is opened or closed relative to the main 
set. Since the main set and the hinge cover (i. e., cabinets) are attached to the hinge 50, both of these main parts of the radio phone slide 
as the hinge 50 slides to the close or open position. This clearly reads on closing and opening the cabinets as the main parts of the phone 
slides. The reference of Mizuta was cited to show that the operation of closing and opening the radio phone as the cabinets slide can also 
be performed as the cabinets move in different angles. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill 
in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). 

In this case, the main parts of the radio phone from Go slide along the hinge to an opened or closed position. Mizuta's phone slides from a 
different angle to perform the same opening and closing actions as in Go. 

In response to Applicant's argument regarding that "Go does not contain an enabling disclosure of the limitation inhibiting "signal 
transmission. ..if the first and second cabinets are in a slide move" 

The cited reference of Go at column 4 lines 1-3 "Preferably, the radiophone includes circuitry or software for reducing or eliminating the 
noises caused by the opening and closing of the flip" is descriptive to enable a person skilled in the art to perform the desired operation 
either using circuitry or software since all that is needed is to close or open a switch. 

Therefore, the rejection stands according to the office action mailed on 06/04/2009.
